Louis Globe-Democrat,
While the inflow from Spain is a
fittle larger than was expected,
that from the United States is
somewhatsmaller.

Annexation wonld have changed
this. Had Cuba been held by
United States at the end of the

Spanish war on the same tenure as
Ports Rico or the Philippines, its
condition would have been better
by this-time thanitis now, and the
complexion of its immigration
would have been altered.

Alarge inflow from S8pain would
have been likely, even if Cuba had
been retained by the United
States, but in the latter case the
fmmigration from this country
would have been many times
heavier than it is now. TUnder
American auspices, too, the immi-
gration from England, Germany,
Frange, and the rest of Europe, ex-
cept Bpain, would be larger than
the present figures, |
